STECTIVE NORRIS HERE.

Has Iocking Valley Men to Offer
te the Roads,

iNISON YARDMEN ORGANIZED

‘The prospects are in favor of a settle
sent, uow, said Viee Grand Master Dow-
veyy of the Switchmen's Asembly, to &
JISPATCH reporter last night. Everything
was remarkably quiet vesteraay in the
vards, and the meeting of railroad men held
ut 41 ¥ifth avenue, in the afternoon, was at-
tended by less than 100 men. While not
stated positively by the commitiee, it is
probable that propositions will be made to
the superintendents to-day by the commit-
tees of their respective ronds. These propo-
sitions will contain the yardmen's ulti-
mwatum. There will be some concessions
made. The men regard it their duty to meet
the companies half way, as the latter hsave
made conceasions,

The important event of yesterday was the
mrrival of John T. Norris, the well-known
detective of Bpriogfield, 0. Heis here in
connection with the work which Detect-
ive Perkins wasemployed to do. Mr, Per-
kins states that be has only been partially
successini in securing men. In many plnces
non-uvion men are afrnid to come to Pitts-
burg in casea strike should ocenr. How-
ever, be has engaged a larpe nuwmber,

HIS SPECIAL BUSINESS.

Mr. Norris has just come from a number
of Western and Northwestern citien, where
men Lave been engaged. He snid last night:
“l am here oo special business. I will
prohably have something interesting for you
in a dav or two.™

My, Norris will meet the superintendents
this morning and inform them that he can
produce every man now idle in the Hocking
Valley for doty here in case of an emer-
gency. This will give the companies a con-
siderable advantage should a tie-up be or-
dered.

There is no doubt whatever that the com-
panies have made all necessary preparations
for a strike, and in case one is vet ordered
they will be able to fill the men’s places in-
side of 24 honrs, and the cessation in the
freighi traffic would be of but small mo-
ment.

“Do the railroad employes koow,” asked
an rfficial yesterday, *‘that the roads of the
country are leagoed to fight strikes? If
they do not they slhiould, and the local em-
ployes have s big job on their hands. 1 hope
they woun't strike,

THEY HELF THEIR RIVALS

The two points upon which the matter
hinges now are the wages nnd the hours
There are only about five or six poiots out
of the 16 that the companies have mot con-
ceded. Bat if the men could get the wages
and the time they demand they wounld not
insist on the others. Mr. Downey reiterated
his former statement that the men will not
nocept the propositions made 1o themon
Saturday. It was learned that the figures
ofiered simply give tbe Panbhandle em-

loyes the same wages as the Pennsylvania
tailrond men have been rfceiving, and will
pot advance the Pennsylvania Railroad to
the amount ssked for. The Panhandle
Company has only paid §2 50 and §2 40 to
couduetors, and §1 90 and §1 S0 to bruke-
men.

A grievance on the Valley that the men
ear must be rectified is the “docking’ of
the men B cents for meale, The men are
paid €1 ¥2 and {f they take half an hour for
meals § nents are deducted from their wages.

Waord was recelved In the efty yesterday that
thanon-union men of Dennison had organized,
By this the strength of the Federation is in-
ereased, as Dennison i8 a big freieht center.
All Chieago and St Louls freight is separated
at Dannision, thereby increasing the work, All

yards, and yot the men are paid even less than
the Pittsburg men. The switchmen are paid

Tohe Federation stands
shoulder to shoulder, all over the country, and
when a strike 15 ordered for the benefit of the
men of one city, the men in the other cities
support them, The companies muast make to
mnistake insaying that  strike would only af.

The women
hiad been in ¢leaning his store, somo
were missing and they were suspected
aving stolen them. The search warrnnt
aced in the hands of Censtable Dart, who
‘oond the women living on Jenny Lind street,

The father of the girl is in the workho
serving a term for illegal lignor selling, an
the mother, with focr children, Magypie be the
eldest, was living in one miserable room, which
was almost bare,

When Constable Dart began his search, the
first thing he came in contact with was a very
sick boy, and on inquiry he found that Mrs.
Biewart and the three youngest children had
becéome ill just after eating dinner. With the
exception of the boy James, they had re-
covaered, to a great extent, but his case peemed
critieal. The constable thought the situation
grave enongh to warrant investigati and
went after Dr, A. V. Taylor. The doctor found
lrn}um of arsenical poison and on quoes-
tioning Mrs. Stawart, learned t the family
had had soup for dinner on Friday, the
daoghter,Maggie cookingit. All except Maggie
bad eaten of this soup, and after smn&r bre-
came sick, vomiting freely. Dr. Taylor did
what bie could for the boy and then left, taking
with him a gquasntity ol the soap for analysis.

All day Baturday Dr. Taylor watched over
the sick lad, but the poison had gotten into his
ay=tem and could not be reached. That night
at¥ o'clock he died, and yesterday moroing
Coroner McDowell was notifiad.  Coroner’s
Clerk Girant Miller went up to McK 15
and investigated the case. On the stren of
what he learned, he ordered the girl's arrest,
and had ber placed mn the MeKeesport lockup.
She alwolutely refused to talk about the cnse,
denying that she knew anything about any
poison. Mrs Htewart also pleaded innoeprnce,
and said she eonld notthink of any reason for
her daughter attemptinga wholenja polsoning.
‘T'he inquest will be held this afiernoon at2
o'clock in McKeesport.

TO HOMEWOOD PARK.

Plans for Rapid Transit Very Soon
to the Bevived Zace Track.

THE CITIZENS COMPANY IN LINE,

How it Can Easily Beat all of its Rivals
Into Wilkinsbarg.

HORSEMEN DELIGHTED BY THE KEWS

Superintendent J, E. Rueg, of the Citi-
zens’ Traction line, returned from Boston
vesterday, and it is stated that the business
which demands his attention is very inti-
mately connected with the Homewood
Driving Park Association's new lease of
life. The Citizens’ Traction line will build
an electric road to Wilkinsburg, passing
by the park and traversing a section pro-
duetive of lots of passenger business.

Early in the suceessful start of the Citi-
zens’ cable line it was proposed by the com-
pany to add a eable loop of some magnitade
as n feeder to the main line. The proposed
route, was along Penn avenue, from the
East Liberty power house to the Fifth ave-
nue extension, (hence to the main street of
Broshton, thence across the Pennsylvania
Railroad tracks to Frankstown avenue ex-
tension, and by means of that thorouzhfare
back to the East Liberty traction station,
The cost of the line and some of the engi-
neering difficulties deterred the eompany
from econstructing the loop, and the recent
pre-emption of the best of the route hy
the Duquesne Transit Company turned the
attention of the company to another and
better ronte to Wilkinsburg.

JUST A MILE LONG.

The distance irom the East Liberty eta-
tlon to Homewood Park is just a mile. The
Frankstown avenue car line, operated and
owned by the Citizens' Company, now runs
half way to the park, or as far as the paving ex:
tends, It is promised by the Department of
Public Works that Frankstown avenue will be
paved to the clty limits this summer. The In.
tention ik 1o run & line to Wilkinsburg entirely
on the northern side of the Pennsylvania Rail-
road, as distinet from the Duoquesne Transit
Company's plans for covering the south side of

the railroad.

A large accession of business to the Cltizens'
eable line is mﬂdmﬂi expected. The sum-
mer travel to Bilver Lake Grove and Home-
wood Park will be very large, and thers is a
very large nlation between Wilkinsbure
ana East Liberty now dependent upon the
Pennsylvania Hallroad, asd the stream of
travel which can 1 bly ba lonata
5.cent-fare rate would materially swell the
revenue of the main line. From Wilkinsburg
or any portion of territory hetween that place
and East Liberty a l0-cent fare wonld eanse the
Pennsylvania Railroad a good deal of consider-
ation in the matter of still further rate-catting.
